Russia, indeed, 
thinks herself entitled, as a matter of right, to 
carry the war to Egypt, but explains that any ac- 
tien in that direction has never wen been taken 
into consideration. This is more the case as regards 
the Persian Gulf. Russia thinks so important a 
maritime passage as the Dardanelles must be 
always regulated by international agreement, and 
not by one Power alone. She disclaims any inten- 
tion of acquiring Constantixople, though at the 
same time she could not consent to its possession 
by any other Christian Power. The communica- 
tion is silent as regards any 
TEMPORARY OCCUPATION OF CONSTANTINOPLE 
which may become necessary and ensue in the 
course of Russian military achievements. 

The letter goes on to say that Russia has re- 
mained true to her programme in aiming solely at 
improving the condition of the Christians in Tur- 
key, which can only be done by the coercion of the 
Porte. As soon as Russia has achieved this she 
wilkfall back on the resolutions of the Constanti- 
nople Conference and contend for such guarantees

THE CZAR’S SAFETY. 

The Russian police, owing to the reputation of 
Roumania as a gathering place for Poles and other 
turbulent characters, have deemed it necessary to 
take even more than usuaily severe precautions for 
the safety of the Czar, as well as sending thither a 
host of secret police, and they have demanded the 
unlimited right of arresting suspicious individuals. 
The Rouman.an Government has refused to grant 
this, because it was in direct violation of the 
Ruseo-Roumanian Convention and the Constita- 
tion of the country. The Grand Duke 
Nicholas manifested his displeasure at 
the refusal by taking no notice 
of Prime Minister Bratiang and 
M. Cogalviceavo, Foreign Minister, when they 
went to meet bim on the occasion of his last visit 
to Bucharest. The Roumanian Government, 
though it has yet made no sign of yielding, will 
probably compromise by consenting to proclaim a 
state of siege, which would permit the exceptional 
measures desired by the Russians. 

INHARMONIOUS, 

In other respects matters do not appear to be 
going quite smoothly. Tne Russians are complain- 
ing of the ill-wili and dilatoriness of the Rou- 
manian authorities, and the latter of the offensive 
and almost brutal behavior of the Russian officers. 

PRINCE CHARLES. 

Piogsestt, June 7.—Prince Charles, of Rou- 

mania, will arrive here to-day to visit the Czar. 
JEWS KILLED AND ROBBED. 

A Vienna dispatch says it ie stated that the houses 
of 150 Jewish families were pillaged by a 
mob at Dowbani in Roumania, Sunday. Eleven 
were killed, twenty-four wounded, and 90,000 
ducats stolen. 

MARTIAL LAW. 

Bocnarest, June 7.—Ont of the thirty-three 
districts into which Roumania is divided, twenty- 
cight have been virtually placed under martial law. 
This was done because capital punishment is not 
recognizad by the civil law, and the frequent dis- 
covery of spies rendered the measure necessary.

WIVES OF THE RUSSIAN OFFICERS. 

The girl the Russian officer leaves behind him 
when he goes to the war is his wife. Early mar- 
riages are very common in Russia, and a very large 
proportion of the officers of the army—even those 
of the lowest married. In the German, 
French, and British armies, an officer is not per- 
mi to until he attains a certain rank, or 
satisfies the military authorities that either he or 
his bride can afford to undertake the responsibili- 
ties of domestic hfe. In Russia, as the Pall 
Mali Gazette explains, there is no lation of 
this kind; and, as the pay of the Russian officer is 
notoriously very m i, follows that most of 

who are married are a state of extreme 
poverty, and can with difficulty their 
famihes with even the necessaries of life. More- 
over, very many of the subaltern officers of the 
army are quartered for long periods with 
smal! detachments in out of the way and miserable 
villages, where they must perforce live without 
any society whatsover, save that of peasants and 
their own soldiers. 
VOLUNTEERS FOR TURKEY.

PALACE AND CHAMBER AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

The personal advisers of the Suitan are bent 
upon crushing the Chamber of Deputies and bring- 
ing to naught all that Midhat Pasha accomplished 
for the cause of constitutional government in 
Turkey. The chiefs of the Palace clique are Kedif 
Pasha, Minister of War, and Mahmoud Damad, 
Marshal of the Palace and brother-in-law 
of the Sultan. The leader of the 
Deputies is Ahmed Vefyk. When Ahmed 
Veiyk was appointed President of the Chamber, 
the Ministry supposed that he would be a con- 
venient tool; but they were quickly undeceived; 
he soon made it manifest that he hada will anda 
mind of hisown. During the present session of 
the Chamber he has induced the Deputies to take 
strong grounds of opposition to the Ministry; they 
have expressed their disapproval of the course ta- 
ken by the Government in accepting the German 
protectorate of Russian . subjects in Turkey; 
they have sought to .impeach Nouri Pasha, the 
husband of Fatima Hanoum, the Sultan's eldest 
sister, for embezzlement practiced by him on an 
enormous scale during the short reign of ex-Sultan 
Mourad; they have cross-examined Kedif Pasha in 
regard to the fictitious war bulletins with which he 
tricked the city; they have exposed the incapacity 
of Ahmed Mukhtar ha, the Commander of the 
Turkish army in Armenia; and now that the Min- 
istry threaten to send them home some of the 
bolder spirits even talk of proclaiming a permanent 
session of the Chamber. 

CROSSING THE DANUBE. 

The Russians are rather siow about it, but armies 
have crossed the Danube in the past, and, doubt - 
less, the passage can be made again. Napoleon's 
passage of the river in the face of the Austrians 
before the battle of W m is thas described by a 
military writer in the London Telegraph: fle 
had prepared on the Island of Lobau a number of 
flat-bottomed craft and the materials fur float- 
ing bridges, in canals which he cut into the 
main stream, keeping the boats concealed by trees 
and brushwood from the enemy's view. Making a 
feint at another point, he sent, at 9 o clock in the 
evening. two battalions of infantry across, who. at 
once became engaged with the Austrian outposts, 
but heid their ground till the floating-bridges were 
constructed over the river, there 150 yards wide, 
when a whole corps passed over and seized the 
nearest village. By 11 o'clock several bridges 
were constructed, anotner corps was already cross- 
ing, and before daylight 70, men had effected 
their passage. The night was very dark, and there 
were torrents of rain. The Russians certainly 
have had many a dark night and torrents u tor- 
rents of rain, of which they might have taken ad- 
vantage. The age of the Danube in 1828 was 
a bold and brilliant yee oom The Turks had 
divined the Russian intention from the prepara- 
tions being made, and had intrenched themselves 
opposite to Satunovo, the selected point of cross- 
ing. To reach the river bank here 
the Russians had to make a cause- 
way no less than 7,000 paces in length, 3,000 of 
which had to be carried on wooden bridges, and 
the troops were under fire from the Turks while at 
work. ‘The Russians had a flotilla on the Danube, 
and when their canseway was complete, a detach- 
ment of light infantry and Cossacks was sent across 
the river in bouts and landed below the Turkish 
intrenchments, concealed by a wood. The Turks 
did not discover their presence, and the Russians 
rashed upon the rear of the nearest intrenchment, 
taking it dy storm. Then the Turks, more than 
10, strong, were seized with panic, and fled, 
and the position was abandoned.

He said that until recently the application 
of sanitary laws had been left to the local authort- 
ties. In nearly every State the legislation on public 
health matters had been obtained too easily, and 
at the suggestion of persons who could not prop- 
erly give the precise form which both the con- 
struction of the statute and deiinitidn of methods 
or powers of their administration required. The 
excellent results of expert aid avd counsel in the 
preparation of sanitary laws were amply ilus- 
trated in the States of Massachusetts, khode Isl- 
and, Michigan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin, and in 
the cities of New York, Boston, Providence, New 
Haven, and Brooklyn. In every State there had 
— general statutes for protecting human 
life from the contagion of emali-pox or 
other pestilential disease, but even in these 
cases the administration of these laws had been 
perfect only when power to act had been conferred 
on — officers acting asa Board of Health. 
For example, in New York a general statute em- 

wered the Town Supervisor or Justices of the 

eace to act as a loca) Board of Health. They nad 
reater power than they knew how to exercise, 
But as the law provided no power and designated 
no person to set this authority in motion, action 
was not taken until the destroyer had already 
gained possession of the citadel. Another statute 
provided that the common school oflicers require 
every pupil to be vaccinated or to exhibit proofs of 
vaccination, and they were also authorized to ap- 
point and pay vaccinating physicians. That law 
was entirely a dead letter; it had only becn 
tried in two small citics, and proved a failure 
even there. ‘The trouble was that this law, though 
good in itself, was not set in motion by competent 
authority. The same was true in regard to the 
laws for abating nuisances, draining, sewering, and 
regulating the sanitary wants of lodginc-houses, 
There was great want of a central intelligence and 
authority which should dictate what was to be done 
and how todoit. In order to reach the end in 
view, State Boards of Health shoula be encour- 
aged to go forward. The definition of the powers 
and duties of local Boards of Health in nearly 
every State was a matter needing revision, the 
laws being too indefinite. A proper definition 
of what did actually constitute a nuisance 
often had the effect of abating it. 
The specific provisions against contagious 
diseases, namely: isolation, destraction of prop- 
erty, and the establishment ef a rigid quarantine, 
were too oftenabused. A conference between the 
various — navy, political, and State medical 
boards would form a national basis for action. For 
instance, in the State of Georgia the State Medical 
Board stood ready to put in action legislation 
which would have have had the effect of abating 
ellow fever, but the local authorities stood blind- 

y and criminally by, and did nothing. What was 
needed was a better execution of preventive legis- 
lation working from a common centre. System- 
atic drainage was a matter which pressed closely 
on every State, and must absorb the attention of 
legislators and medical man. Pubdiic opinion 
would shortly compel the law-makers to 
take up this matter, and a preliminary 
step thereunto will be the establishment of a new 
survey. The proper execution of drainage and 
sewerage systems in Engiand had had a wonderful 
result, and had greatly increased the expectation 
of life at a given age. The State alone could 
afford, or was able to carry ont, the necessary sur- 
veys, and in all cases should undertake such work 
without longer delay. In New York it was being 
done at an expense of not more than $12,000 per 
year; and there was iutention of dropping it 
until it had been fully completed. In one English 
town, situated in the midst of a marshy country, 
the death rate had been reduced 40 per cent by the 
execution of a first-class system of drainage. The 
land so treated was at least as hard to drain as Cook 
County could be. The time must come, and that 
soon, when this most important sabject would 
force itself upon the attention of the people. 

At the conclusion of the reading, the Chairman 
asked to be excused, as he had to leave town, and 
Dr. Comegys assumed his position. 

DR. SUTTON, 

of Indiana, was called upon to 22 his ri- 
ences in dealing with trichine. He advocated the 
passage of an act forbidding swine to run at large. 
In his town (Aurora) there was a very large distil- 
lery, where a great many swine and cattle were 
fed. Beneath their pens was an accumulation of 
filth which had been undisturbed for twenty 
— r which was constantly disseminat- 
i se. The City Council being select- 
ed by men interested in the maintenance 
of this disease- breeding egtablishment, it was im- 
possible to procure the reQuisite legislation for its 
removal. 

Dr. Harrie had seen thirteen rsons in one 
house suffering from trichine ter eating un- 
cooked ham, as many Scandinavians and others 
were in the habit of doing. He wanted immediate 
legisiation, and hoped that some recommendation 
on this point would be made by the Section 

Dr. Ohr, of Maryland, suggested that if the 
Aurora distillery constituted a nuisance at common 
low there was a remedy in the shape of a present- 
ment by the Grand Jury of the county. This 
course had been adopted in his own town in rela- 
tion to a tannery, and had been very successful. 

The Section then aajourned.

nice questions in obstetrics which they have been

THE APOLLO CLUB. 


Last Day of the Festival---Immense At- 
tendance---A Grand Per- 
* formance. 


Beethoven's Second Symphony, and 
Handel’s “Israel in Egypt.” 


Tho three days’ festival of the Apollo Club closed 
last evening with a classical programme of three 
numbers, —Beethoven’s sccond symphony, selec- 
tions from Gluck's Orpheus, and from Handel's 
Israel in Egypt.” The audience was an immense 
one, Alling every part of tne Tabernacle, and be- 
ing by far the largest during the Festival. 

. THE SECOND SYMPTIONY. 

The programme opened with Beethoven's second 
symphony in D, which has not been given before 
in this city for ten years. As it was probably un- 
familiar to a majority of the audience, a few words 
with reference to it will not be without interest. 
Although it has not been heard here for so long, it 
was a favorite with the concert-goere of fifteen 
years ago. It is a noteworthy fact that it was not 
only the firstsymphony of Beethoven's. but the first 
symphony of any composer, that Chicago ever 
heard. On the evening of June 9, 1953, the famous 
Germania orchestra, then making a tour of the 
United States in company with Alfred Jaell, the 
pianist, and Camilla Urso,in those days announced 
as the wonderful child (Adelina Patti was also here 
in those days as an infant phenomenon "’), play- 
ed it at Tremont Ha It was also the first sym- 
phony given in the series of Philharmonic concerts, 
which were the rage fifteen years ago when Balatka 
was in all his glory, and it was performed at the very 
firet of the concerts, Nov. 19, 1860. It was again 
performed at the third concert of the Philharmonic 
season of 1865 and at the third concert of the sea- 
son of 1807, last evening's performance 
being the fifth. In this connection it may not be 
malapropos to state the number of times the 
Beetnoven sympbonies have been given in this city, 
and the order in which they have been given: The 
Second, in D, five times; the First. in C, twice; the 


| Sixth, in F (Pastoral), five times; the Fifth, in C 


minor, six times; the Seventh, in A, seven times; 
the Kighth, in b. twice; the Fourth, in B flat, 
twice; the Ninth, in D minor (Choral), once; the 
Third, in E flat (Eroica), twice. The performance 
of the symphony wasarare treat, as might have 
been expected at the hands of such an orchestra. 
Although written in Beethoven's first period, and 
in the Mozart style, it ise not inferior to any of the 
other eight in grace, richness of subjects, and t- 
ical treatment, and to all these qualities the orches- 
tra did complete justice. 

N THE GLUCK MUSIC 
consisted of two‘soloe for Miss Cary, most delight- 
fully sung, and a few bits of the Erebus choruses, 
which were very well sung. 

ISRAEL IN EGYPT. 

**Ierael in Egypt” is decidedly the Choral ora- 
torio, and the most colossal! of all works of this char- 
acter. Originally Handel wrote the second part 
first, 9 it Moses“ Song, Exodus, 
Chap. 15, beguh t. 1, 1738; fine, Oct. 11, 
1738.“ Subsequently he wrote the first part, 
whick recites the history of the events that pre- 
ceded and led up to the deliverance of the Israel- 
ites from their Kgyptian bondage. It is almost 
entirely a succession of immense double 
choruses, tied together with bits of reci- 
tative, and written both in plain 
counterpoint and ponderous and complicated 
fugues. Contrary to Handel's usual custom, there 
is no overture or even prelude, the work being in- 
troduced by a few bars of tenor recitative. Nearly 
all the choruses are descriptive, and of the same 
general character in this respect asthe choruses 
of Haydn in The Creation,” their principal effect 
in this rd being dependent upon the orches- 
tration. he choruses picturing the plagues of 
frogs and locusts, the hailstone number in which 
the notes fairly patter down and ‘‘run along upon 
the ground, the fire, and the darkness, and the 
stupendous fugued double chorus celebrating 
the deliverance of the Israelites, are 
prominent instances of this kind 
of treatment. In the ordinary Novello 
score there are thirty-nine numbers, be- 
sides a supplement of six arias and recitatives, 
which are sometimes interpellated to relieve the 
heaviness of the work. esides these, Handel 
himself borrowed liberally from his other works in 
performances of Israel as well as in its con- 
struction. There are, in fact, no less than five 
choruses and two duets in the work taken from a 
magnificat which he wrote in Italy for the Church 
in his youthful days. In preparing the work for 
this festival, Mr. Tomlins had the good judgment 
to make liberal excisions, using but eighteen 
of tbe thirty-nine numbers. Tue selec- 
tions were made with excellent taste, 
and, as we have said, with good judgment, 
for vast and magnificent as the work is it would be 
fatiguing in its — part of a three days’ 
festival programme. or its enjoyment it should 
have special work, special performance, and a 
special andience. Its proper production would be 
a sufficient festival of itself. Mr. Tomlins again 
showed his taste in giving the magnificent 
duo for two basses. The Lora is a Man of War. 
to all the second basses on the one hand and the 
second tenors and first basses on the other. No 
matter how powerful or artistic the two basses 
ma be the effort always seems thin 
an weak after the tremendous double 
choruses. In adopting this plan Mr. Tomlins 
followed the English plan introduced with the 
happiest effect by Barnby. Mr. Winch and Mise 
Cary were the soloists. Although they have bat little 
to do, that little was excellentiy done, especially 
solo for Mr. Winch, which he sang in Superb style, 
although he was suffering from a severe cold. The 
choruses, oe as they are and very fatiguing, 
were given in admirable shape. The Hailstone 
Chorus was a gem of singing, as well as the duo 
for basses. The performance, as a whole, was ex- 
ceedingly creditable, and with its close this very suc- 
Ceasful festival was at an end.

ILLINOIS. 


Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Sprinerizcp, III., June 7.—The State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has in course of preparation 
Crop Report No. 25, The tabular statements and 
statistics are not yet arranged, but the following 
report by the best of the department Crop reporters 
in the several counties supplies the essence of the 
information contained in tabulated statements: 


Adams—Wheat on the uplands very poor—much 
better on the Mississippi bottoms. Stock hogs and 
feeding cattle scarce. 

Alexander —Excessive rains have delayed plant- 
ing, and will render corn late. Hog cholera prev- 
alent and fatal. Peach crop all killed last Decem- 
ber, except near banks of the river. 


Bond—Late frosts injured grapes, peaches, an.: 


other small fruits. Never as fine prospects for 


wheat, 
and constant. The loss of three-fourths of super- 
abundant bloom leaves an ample supply of hardier 


fruits. 

Boone—Apples and cherries a failure this season; 
no bloom. Fire- worms are injuring corn. 

Brown—Wheat, pastures, and meadows looking 
fine. Had excessive rains for the last four weeks: 
ground in bad condition, : 

Calhoun—Present appearances indicate good 
crop of wheat; looks too rank inthe bottom, and 
is liable to lodge. There will bea full crop of 
wheat. Hog cholerais raging fearfully in north- 
ern part of the county: south portion of the county 
not mach troubled. Corn-planting greatly retarded 
by heavy rains. 

Carroll—Apple-blossom would make a much 
lower average if it were not for favored localities, 
as many orchards do not show a single blossom. 
Hog-cholera is abating very much. Wheat and 
berley look very well, Caintz-bugs have made 
their appearance. 

Cass— Flattering prospect for crops of all kinds. 
Cut-worm doing much damage to early planted 
corn, much of which has to be replanted. Hog 
cholera is raging in some parts of the county. 

Christian— Wheat injured by excessive rains. 
Rye and barley are not much grown in this county. 

Clark—Wet and unusually cold spring. Late 
frost ruſned prospects for even a medium crop of 
fruit. Wheat looks fine. 

Clay—Grapes thrifty as usual. Plume nearly 
all killed by frost. Canes ef blackberries and 
raspberries much injured by cold winter; no crop 
of either. The wheat crop injured by excessive 
rains, otherwise it would be above an average for 
the last five years. 

Coles—Phe winter wheat looks better, and there 
is more sown than for several years. We have had 
too much rain and cold weather. 

Cook—Season very backward. Potatoes better, 
more plenty than for three years past. Prospect is 
good for sirawberries, currants, gooseberries, 
raspberries, blackverries, grapes. 
spring wheat, oats, and barley look well. 

Crawford—Excessive and continued rains have 
retarded corn-planting and other farm operations. 
Wheat has been injured by rains, as well as oats. 

Cumberland—Rain has continued since March to 
date, and seriously delayed farm work. 
wheat look well. Grapes on low timber land win- 
ter killed. 

DeKalb—Spring cold and wet; 
backward. 

DeWitt—Excessive rains have greatly delayed 
farm operations. Peach crop in this county an en- 
tire failure. Hog cholerr has been prevalent the 
past winter. 

Edgar—Apples, peaches, cherries, and grapes 
injured by frost. Very encouraging prospect for 
all kinds of grain. 

Effingham—Farmers are very backward planting. 
Frosts May 1 injured fruit prospects, especially 
peaches, pears, and cherries. og cholera still 
raging, and about one-half our hogs have died 
since last October. 

Fayette Excessive rains have prevented farmers 
from getting land in condition for planting. 

Franklin—Fruit injured by frosts April 30, May 
1, 2. Never had so fine a prospect for an abun- 
dant wheat crop as at present. 

. excessive rain and unusually 
cool, winter wheat is looking well, except on level 
or low lands. where it is somewhat scalded. 

Greene— W heat looks very promising; almost too 
large and rank; danger of its falling down. If wet 
weather continues, it wit] have an unfavorable ef- 
fect. Less hog cholera than for past five years. 

Hancock—The protracted rains have prevented 
farm rations, Wheat on flat lands considerably 
injured by continued wet weatner, but good on 
well draffed land. A larger area sown than ever 
before, with the best prospect for winter wheat in 
this part of Lilinois for fifty years. 

Hardin—Corn planting much delayed by contin- 
ued rain. Winter wheat, notwithstanding the cold 
rain, looks very fine. A very backward spring. ——< 

Henderson—Owing to cold and wet weathera 
large amount of corn will have to be replanted. 

Henry—Apples and cherries almost a failure. 
Spring wheat looks rank. 

Iroquois—Owing to continued cold and wet 
weather farmers are very much behind with their 
work. Potato-bags are fully as plentiful this 
spring as last. 

Jackson— Wheat, except on low, flat lands, is 
very promising. Heavy rains have injared grain 
on low lands and delayed pianting.

The Cincinnati Gazette is distressed at the 
prospect of restoring the silver dollar, which 
dollar that paper thinks is an unsafe one. It 
opposes the bi-metallic currency, and only 
wants specie-payments in gold. For half a 
century the United States had a gold and 
silver currency, the silver being the more 
valuable of the two. In 1873 both were a 
legal tender in the payment of debts, public 
and private, and, by special contract, in 
payment of the national debt. Silver was 
then, as it had been for years, worth 3 per 
cent more than gold., Congress then abol- 
ished silver coinage, taking the inferior coin 
and making it the exclusive legal tender in 
payment of the public debt, and, with the 
paper money, the legal tender in payment of 
private debts. The grievance of the Gazette 
is that the attempt is to substitute an in- 
ferior dollar for the superior one,—which is 
precisely what Congress did by law in 1873, 
and which the Government had been doing 
practically for forty years in its business. 
The Gazette further says:

The 
silver dollar should be worth 100 cents. 
When the silver dollar shall become 
worth 103 cents in gold, then gold, 
being the inferior, will come into 
circulation, the increased demand for gold 
and the disappearanee of the silver will 
rapidly restore the two metals to their ordi- 
nary relative values, when both will circulate 
as before. The fact that both gold and 
silver coins are legal-tenders will of neces- 
sity tend to prevent any violent or more than 
temporary disturbance of their values. If 
the one rises, the other is available for all 
purposes, and the demand for the higher 
metal being reduced, its relative value will 
also Mine.

THE SHIPMENTS OF GRAIN. 

The Buffalo Commercial Advertiser finds in 
the option business in grain in Chicago a 
large explanation of the dullness in the lake 
transportation business. The explanation is 
hardly warranted by the facts, and is made 
on an erroneous assumption. In the first 
place, the option business does not depend 


upon whether there be large or small quan- 
tities of grain in store here. In the next 
place, Chicago is a grain market, and not 
merely a warehouse. The argument is that 
the option trade keeps prices above what 
they should be, and hence Chicago, instead 
of forwarding the grain to be sold, holds it 
for large prices. The same paper says: 

The surplus products of the West must be sold 
in the great consuming centres of Kurope, New 
England, and New York. But prices Have been 
relatively much higher at Chicago and Milwaukee 
than at New York. Consequently every bushel of 
grain moved was shipped in face of a certain loss. 
Business may be transacted for a short time with 
prices in this anomalous condition, but not long. 
Sooner or later shipments must stop. That is just 
what has happened, and now we find accumulating 
at the West enormous quantities of grain that 
should be on its way to the seaboard. 
But this is not the only injurious effect of reckless 
speculation. Vessels and railway cars are com- 
pelled to lie idle when they should be employed. 
The ruinously low rates of two cents a bushel on 
corn from Chicago to Buffalo, and four and a quar- 
ter cents from Buffalo to New York, fail to induce

Those who bought grain 
at the ; must of course 
sustain the loss, but whether they hold the 
grain or sell it is a matter entirely of their 
own concern. The city has hed, during 
the whole excitement in wheat, plenty 
of orders here for wheat to be shipped when 
the price should fall to given figures. Many 
of these orders, which have been here for 
weeks, have been filled. The orders from 
Europe—and they are now largely sent di- 
rect to this city—have been filled the mo- 
ment the purchaser and the seller agreed on 
prices. If the consumers of the Eastern 
States will not pay the prices asked for 
wheat in the West, then it is a question of 
endurance between the holder here and the 
man who wants the article. The business of 
buying wheat in Chicago on European orders 
has had the effect of rendering prices in New 
York of less concern as governing this mar- 
ket. Purchasers of grain to fill foreign 
orders make their own contracts for freights, 
—ocean as well as inland,—and hence the 
prices in Liverpool, and not those in New 
York, mainly govern in this market. 
In this matter the option trades 
have very little influence. They may attract 
grain for sale in Chicago which might be 
sent elsewhere to be sold on commission, but 
they do not influence this market to any 
such extent as the Buffalo Advertiser sup- 
poses. Contracts for the purchase or sale of 
wheat thirty, sixty, or ninety days in the fu- 
ture have less controlling influence on sales 
for immediate shipment than the Buffalo 
paper understands. The ‘matter is a very 
simple one. Consumers at the East do not 
send orders to the West, because they are 
waiting for a fall in prices. Owners of wheat 
hold the article at such prices as they fix, ex- 
pecting that consumers must eventually pur- 
chase. The mistake of the Buffalo paperand 
of the Eastern purchasers is in supposing 
that the West is not able to hold 
the grain and must sell. There has not been 
for- years a day when there has been any 
scarcity of means in Chicago to carry all the 
wheat that can be sent here. There is no 
trouble on that score, and if the Buffalo- 
nians are waiting for Chicago to run out of 
money, and therefore be compelled to ship 
wheat East to be sold for what it. will bring, 
then the wait will be alongone. Itis, as we 
have already stated, a question of endur- 
ance, and in the meantime this city is selling 
wheat to fill foreign orders at satisfactory 
prices, without reference to the state of the 
market in New York or New England. The 
option business is greatly exaggerated in the 
minds of those who do not understand it. 
That it often leads to abuses, and to desper- 
ate gambling, and often to disreputable and 
unfair proceedings, is not deniable ; but op- 
tions are confined to option business, and 
only indirectly and remotely affect the regu- 
lar trade. Anybody in Buffalo wanting 
wheat or corn in Chicago can buy all he 
wants for shipment, and be in nowise em- 
barrassed or injured by what may be going on 
in the option market. 


GOV. STONE, OF MISSISSIPPI. 

A letter has been resurrected recently 
which was written by Gov. Strong, of Missis- 
sippi, last October, to Mr. Tarr, then the 
Attorney-General of the United States. The 
letter is important in its bearing upon Gov. 
Sroxz's responsibility for the apprehension 
and punishment of the assassins of the 
Cu1soim family in Kemper County. When 
this assassination occurred Gov. Sronz was 
not at the Capital of the State, but in an- 
other city attending a Masonic celebration. 
A man of influence in an adjoining county, 
and a friend of Judge Cursoum’s, sent an ap- 
peal from Mrs. Cursoim for protection. The 
poor woman then had a dead son lying in 
her house, a dying daughter, and a husband 
wounded unto death. She asked protection 
to bury her eon and leave the county with 
her husband and daughter before the mob 
could finish their murderous designs. The 
friend who bore her message to the Govern- 


or also volunteered to raise a body of 100 


men to assure this protection, and to pursue 
the assassins, if Gov. Stone would authorize 
him to do so. Gov. Stronz refused the nec- 
essary permission, but replied that he would 
hurry back to the Capital and give the case 
his immediate attention. Mrs. ORO re- 
mained at her home with the fiends sur- 
rounding her house and threatening all that 
was left of her family. It was unnecessary, 
however, for the Bashi-Bazouks to carry 
their murderous work any further, for Judge 
Cmsolu and his daughter both died from the 
frightful wounds already inflicted upon them. 
Meanwhile, Gov. Stonz seems to have taken 
his time in getting back to the Capital, and 
when he got there apparently did nothing. 
The last we heard of him was in the shape 
of an interview, in which he is represented 
as saying that it was not in his power to pro- 
ceed in the matter, and that he must leave 
the apprehension and punishment of the as- 
sassins in the hands of the local officials. It 
is this statement which makes the following 
letter timely : 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. 4 1876.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Taft, Washtngion, D. C. In report of your 
speech at Cincinnati, of Sept. 28, you make refer- 
ence to Mississippi affairs which deserves notice at 
my hands. Jam more than willing, and have been 
able, to execute the laws in Mississippi, and con- 
serve the public peace. There is neither intimida- 
tion nor threat of intimidation. Both parties as- 
sembie in pubiic meetings without let or hindrance, 
and both parties canvass without interruption in 
every county. The reports to the Department of 
Justice in regard to this State oftentimes allege 
wrongs in communities which receive first intima- 
tions of the said wrongs in dispatches from the 
National Capital. Iam aware evil-disposed peo- 
ple seek to misrepresent, but I think it not fair the 
State should be condemned by wholesale without 
hearing. I ask, then, as a matter of justice to 
Mississippi, you give me names, dates, and places 
of wrongs alleged to have occurred in this State 
reported to your Department. The perpetrators of 
wrongs are responsible to Sigte authorities, and 7 
am able to bring all such to Fistice, and am deter- 
maned to do so. I have done so thus far, vague 
reports to your Department notwithstandinz. 
Mississippi is quiet and orderly, affording amplest 
protection to all. She should not be prejudiced in 
the eyes of the nation on charges evidently made 
for political effect. I send by mail a copy of the 
Registration law, that you may judge by reading 
it whether your charge of intricacy be well found- 
ed. Complaints of its workings have only been 
made in ong county. J. M. Stowe, 

Governor of Mississippi. 

The above letter was written at a time dur- 
ing the Presidential campaign when a dis- 
cussion of the Southern question was the 
most conspicuous feature of current politics. 
It was a time when many personsat the North 
were seriously asking themselves whether it 
would be safe to intrust the local government 
of the States into the hands of the ex-Confed- 
erates, and at the same time constitute them, 
through the election of Mr. Tron, the rul- 
ing element in national affairs. In the in- 
terest of Mr. TD, Gov. Stronz wrote the 
most positive assurances of peace and good 
faith as far as his own State was concerned. 
We direct especial attention to those portions 
of his letter which are italicized. “The per- 
petrators of wrongs,” he says, in one place, 
Lare responsible to the State authorities, and 
Lam able to bring all such to justice, and am 
determined to do so.” He could not have 
more clearly acknowledged his own responsi- 


in the Kemper County massacre, nor could 
he more confidently have boasted of his per- 
sonal ability to bring the assassins to justice. 
He is now barred, therefore, from shifting 
the responsibility for the failure to prosecute 
the Bashi-Bazouks of Kemper County. 

This is a matter in which the whole coun- 
try has an interest. There has been no ver- 
sion of the massacre, not even that made by 
the local newspapers of the Implacable 
school, which in the least palliates the enor- 
mity of the crime. All civilized mankind 
will agree, without any reference to Judge 
CHIsoLM’s previous political offenses, that it 
was atrocious and barbarous to use the name 
of the law to arrest and disarm him, 
and then to kill not only him, but his 
young son and daughter while they 
were clinging to him. There was not an 
incident of the Bulgarian slaughters that ex- 
ceeds this in fiendishness, Gov. Sroxz is 
accountable to humanity for his action in 
this case. He has, as the above letter shows, 
confessed that it was in his power to prose- 
cute such criminals, and boasted of his will- 
ingness and ability to dohis duty.. Thus far 
he has failed to do it; and, if he has been 
correctly reported, he is disposed to evade’ 
the responsibility. He cannotdo this. The 
case is one that will not die out. If the 
massacre goes unpunished, there will be a 
disgrace upon Gov. Sroxz's head which he 
will carry with him to his grave, and a blot 
upon the people of Mississippi that will 
cause that State to be avoided as much as 
respectable and law-abiding people avoid 
those districts of Mexico that are infested 
with murderous bandits.

A CHAPTER OF DIPLOMATIC HISTORY. 
The diplomatic interest of the present 

military situation in Eastern Europe turns 

principally upon the relations of Russia and 

England, more especially since England is 

now waiting with some anxiety an answer to 

her interpellation as to the liability of En- 
glish interests being affected after the pas- 
sage of the Danube by the Russian army. In 
this connection, a communication recently 
printed in the London Times from the Duke 
of ArGYLL as to the connection between the 
English Government and the Russian decla- 
ration which acc>mpanied the signature of 
the protocol is extremely important, not 
only for its historic interest as part of the 
case, but also because it relieves Russia 
from the odium of serious charges made 
against her by the English Turkophiles. 

From this communication it appears that on 

the 11th of March the draft of the protocol, 

as drawn up by Russia for the signature of 
the other Powers, was placed in the hands 

of Lord Drrzsy. On the 13th, after a 

Cabinet council, the Russian Ambassador 

was informed that the Governmen? was 

ready to agree in principle to such a protocol, 
provided an understanding could be reached 
as to its terms. On the same day Count 

ScHouvaLorr was notified that the assent of 

the Government would be subject to the fol- 

lowing conditions: ‘‘1. That some formal 
pledge must be given of the intention of 

Russia to disarm if this protocol were signed. 

2. That the Porte should not be asked to 

sign it. 3. That the terms of the document 

must be settled by agreement with the other 

Powers.” On the 21st, Count ScuovvaLorr 

and Gen. IenatTierrF met Lord Dzzsy to dis- 

cuss the wording of the protocol, upon which 
occasion they were informed that the con- 
dition of signing the protocol must be the 


demand was not opposed but refused. 
Lord Dzrsr then upon what conditions 
Russia would demobilize, to which Count 
ScuovuvaLorr gave as his opinion that Russia 
would disarm on three conditions: 1. That 
the Porte should take the initiative. 2. That 
peace should be concluded with Montenegro. 
3. That the Turkish reforms should be seri- 
ously taken in hand.” On the 23d, Lord 
Derrsy informed Count Scnobvarorr that the 
Cabinet could not accept the proposal. The 
latter maintained his conditions, and would 
not promise demobilization on the mere sig- 
nature of the protocol. Lord Dit then 
proposed a simultaneous disarmament by 
both Russia and Turkey, to which, on the 
next day, Count Scnovuvazorr in reply pro- 
posed that the protocol should be signed, and 
then that the Porte, if willing to listen to 
the advice of the Powers as given in the 
protocol, should send an Ambassador to Bt. 
Petersburg to treat directly with Russia on 
the question of demobilization.” On the 
24th, the Russian Ambassador proposed that 
this proceeding should take the shape of a 
separate declaration to be made by Russia 
before the protocol was signed. On the 26th 
of March, the English Cabinet gave its as- 
sent. On the 27th, the Russian Govern- 
ment authorized Count Scnovvarorr to make 
the declaration. On the 28th, Lord Drrsr 
informed the Count that her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment had determined that the protocol 
might be signed without waiting for the con- 
clusion of peace between Turkey and Mon- 
tenegro. On the &ist, the protocol was 
signed, and the accompanying declarations 
were made by England and Russia. On the 
5th of April, Lord Dersy, joining together 
the protocol and the declaration, sent 
a dispatch to the English Minister 
at Constantinople announcing as the 
opinion of the English Government 
that the protocol, taken in conjunction 
with the declaration made on behalf of Rus- 
sia by Count ScuovvaLorr, gives an oppor- 
tunity for the arrangement of a mutual dis- 
armament by Russia and Turkey, of which 
the latter ought on every gocomnt to endeavor 
to avail herself,” and Adding this very ex- 
plicit instruction: “ will state that a 
contrary course of action have the ap- 
pearance of a reckless refusal by Turkey of 
the overtures made by Russia, and will have 
the effect of putting her iu the wrong in the 
eyes of Europe.” On that very same day the 
Porte rejected protocol, declaration, and 
everything else, offering in their stead a long 
catalogue of empty promises, which they had 
violated over and over again. :

The fact that every 
public appearance he has made has been to 
his own discomfiture has not restrained him 
in the least, because he has thereby gained 
the notoriety which it is now his highest aim 
to reach. 

It was natural that Gen. Burize should 
place himself in a position of antagonism to 
the present Administration. Every word 
President Hayes has uttered and every 
movement he has made have shown that he 
is disposed to cut away from the very influ- 
ences of which Gen. Burien is a striking 
type. He was shrewd enough to foresee 
this. Still, his hankering for patronage was so 
strong that his first efforts were in behalf of 
a nephew who had already disgraced the serv- 
ice; and Postmaster-General Key, probably 
for the purpose of demonstrating that his 
Democratic antecedents had not prejudiced 
him even against the most aggressive of 
Radicals, gave Burzum, the nephew of his 
uncle, a position in the mail service.

At 
the same time, having established his head- 
quarters in the saddle at this early day, daily 
bulletins from him may become so tiresome 
that they will have ceased to attract atten- 
tion even before Congress shall convene, and 
by that time Gen. Burizr may be voted a 
nuisance and a busybody, without a party or 
a constituency, and entitled to no particular 
consideration. In that case, he would lose 
even the cheap notoriety he now hankers 
after, and would descend to about the level 
which BL Spainozre or Banur Cavunrizip 
occupied in the last Congress.

BONANZA EXAGGERATION. 

The value of every bonanza that has ever been 
discovered has been exaggerated, declares the San 
Francisco Bulletin. The history of the Crown 
Point is an illustration of this. In May, 1872, the 
market value of the mine was $22,800,000. From 
that date till Jan. 20, 1875, it paid dividends to 
the amount ef $8,750,000, and at that time its 
market value had fallen to $4,600,000. The mine 
Was overrated at the former date more than one- 


third. The Consolidated Virginia Mine has been 


overrated still more. In Jauuary, 1875, its value 
rose, under the etimulus of the pro- 
posal to increase the number of :hares from 
.108,000 to 540,000 to $77,220,000. It paid in 
dividends from that date to May 15, 1877, $25, - 
488, 000, and then its market value was $12, 690, - 
000. The total $38,178,000, if taken to repre- 
sent the actual value of the mine, proves that the 
mine was overrated by $30,042,000, or more than 
60 per cent, in January, 1875. This calculation, 
which is made by the Bulletin, w not indisputa- 
bie, because the present value of the mine may be, 
under panicky influences, considerably under- 
tated, That this isso Mr. Flood asserted strenu- 
ously in a recent interview, and he added that he 
had shown his faith by continual purchases during 
the decline. .

SCIENCE AND W 


Torpedoes, Balloons, and 
Mr. Baden Pritchard writes in Nature; . Re- 
cent wars have had particular interest for the man 
of science. Starting frnm the close of the Cri- 
mean war, the first in which the electric telegraph 
was employed, we find ample examples of the as- 
sistance furnished to the soldier by scientific re- 
search. One instance taken from the war of 1858 
is especially interesting. The Austrians held 
Venice at the time, it may be remembered, and, 
to protect the harbor, torpedoes were laid down, 
The torpedoes were ‘fired by electricity and con- 
tained gun-cotton, this being the first instance on 
record of the employment of electric torpedoes 
and of the newly-invented nitro- compounds. 
Nor was this all. The torpedo system devised at 
Venice by the Austrian engineers had yet another 
point of scientific interest. A camera obscura was 
built overlooking the harbor, and upon the white 
table of this instrament were reflected the waters 
of Venice. As the torpedoes were sunk one by 
one a sentinel in the camera noted the place of 
their disappearance with a pencil, ng each 
to © a consecutive number. tin the 
har described a circle around the sunken 
torpedo indicating the zone of ita destructive 
power, and the sentinel, again, with his pencil, 
made a corresponding ring upon the camera table. 
In the end, therefore, while the harbor itself was 
apparently free from all obstruction, 
a very effective means of torpedo defense 
was established, the key of which was 
only to be found in the camera obscura. The 
sentinel here had wires ia connection with every 
torpedo, and was ina position to fire any one as 
soon as he observed—by means of the camera—the 
presence of a hostile vessel within the limite of 
any of the circles marked upon his white table. In 
the American War of 1860 the electric torpedo, in- 
vented but two years before, played a most con- 
spicuous role, and formed, indeed, with the use of 
guns and monitor iron-clads, one of the most 
important features of the struggle, at any rate 
from a scientific point of view. war of 1866, 
when the Aastrians suffered such a terrible defeat 
at the hands of the Prussians, will long be remem- 
bored as a combat between the ola muzzle-loading 
rifle and the breech-loader, in which the latter was 
victorious, The Franco-German struggle of 1870 
again, though marked by the employment of no 
—— arm, if we except the mitrailleuse, was as- 
sisted by important 2 of science, —to- 
wit, the reproduction by means of photo-litho- 
gtaphy of the French ordnance a and plans, 
which were distributed in thousands throughout 
the German army, and the establishment in France 
of la poste aerienne to communicate with the be- 
sieged garrison of Paris. From Sept. 23 to Jan. 
28. when Paris was practically cut off from the 
rest of the Republic. no less than sixty-four bal- 
loons left the city with passengers, mails, and 
pigeons, and of these only three were lost, while 
ve were captured. The return-pest by ‘hom- 
ing pigeons’ was hardly so regular. but, 
nevtrtheless, half the number of dispatches given 
in by correspondents at Tours and elsewhere, or,

Col. Foster reported that he had found the places 
where the sand gets into the suction-pipe. ‘There 
were sixty-six openings in the pipe, dve-sixteenthe 
of an inch and less in size, caused by cast iron 
flanges being put on a wrought iron pipe. The 
remedy is to stop up the openings. 

The Board adjourned subject tothe call of the 
Committee, The Committee will meet ta-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock in Mr. Veeder's office.

BARRED OUT. 


An Opinion as Is an Opinion. 

New ORLEaNs, Jane 7.—In the case of Johnson, 
Republican State Auditor, vs. Jumel, who took 
possession of the office Apri! 25, Judge Billings, 
of the United States District Court, in a long 
decision, dismissed the petition for an injunction 
restraining Jumel from acting as Auditor, and says 
the petitioner has not alleged he was deprived of any 
election, bat retained his office four months; that 
the attempt todeprive him was defeated by the 
Returning Board, and effect given to every vote. 
Thus he has secured an election, and bas been de- 
prived of an office to which he was elected and de- 
clared elected, not by the exclusion of votes for 
any reason, but by revolution. The statute limits the 
jurisdiction to the sole question arising out of the 
denial of the right to vote. The scope extends 
from the first act to the final canvass. If the pre- 
liminary exclusion of votes has been prevented or 
the result declared without discrimination or ex- 
clusion by the proper State authorities, then the 
statute closes the jurisdiction of this Court. The 
defeat must be accomplished by the machinery of 
election. An election free from exclusion, plain- 
tiff alleges, bas been accomplished, and the result 
has been arrived at, and under the statutes declar- 
ed. It gives no jurisdiction over a cause merely to 
physically regain an office. The question by which 
the Court could take jurisdiction is not presented. 
This loss of office is as independent of any right to

A Heavy Day’s Work in Examine 
ing Witnesses. 


A Beautiful Collection of Know-Noth- 
ings Put on the Stand. 


Indictments to Be Returned---Challeng- 


ing the Array---Hinsdale’s Bail. 


The special Grand Jury, which for the last ten 
days has been a terror to corruptionists, and es- 
pecially to the County Board and its bleeding con- 
tractors, was®again in session yesterday quietly 
and patiently pursuing its labors. It convened 
promptly at 10 o'clock, and, excepting an adjourn- 
ment of thirty minutes for lunch, was in continuous 
session until nearly 5 o'clock in the afternoon. A 
larger number of witnesses than usual were ex- 
amined ajl relating to county affaira, and if the 
witnesses themselves are to be believed, the day 
was not exceedingly profitable in the way. of 
getting new facts or data upon which to base in- 
dictments. Considerable valuable information of 
a corroborative or suggestive nature was elicited, 
however, and, on the whole, the jurors were of 
opinion that mo part of the day had been frittered 
away. They compiained somewhat to a TRinuNE 
reporter of the ignorance of witnesses as a rule, 
and of the hard work they had had in getting them 
to hint at what they knew, and in the moment's 
conversation with which the reporter was favored, 
the@idea was gained that it was not a fixed 
opinion with the jurors that all the wit- 
nesses had been truthful in what they had 
testified to, nor yet that they had testified to all 
they knew. Our juror, deviating from the topic 
of con ersation,-—as jurors are too apt to do when 
talking to reporters,—expressed the belief that 
the revelations which had been made before the 
jury in reference to official crookedness, while 
appalling in the extreme, one uncorrected 
more on account of the material of which petit 
jurors were made than on account of any remiss- 
ness on the part of the ordinary Grand Jury. Said 
ne, When we were being impaneled Monday I 
could not help observing the twelve men arrayed 
before Judge th as jurors, and could not hel 
thinking how fruitless would be our wor 
if it had to be 
on by that crowd.” Returning to the 
subject of the Grand Jury at the reporters 
suggestion, the juror intimated quite plain- 
ly that the special jury was doin its 
work well, and that its returns would be 
satisfactory to the public, and was going on to 
talk svlendidly, and promised to afford a 
first-class interview for the delectation of his 
brethren. And would have done it, with coaxing, 
had it not been fur the untimely: arrival of a few 
unbidden listeners. 

‘The first witness called was a 

MR. ROACH, 

an employe of Hinsdale latterly, and formerly oc- 
cupying his placein this city. He had been sub- 
pw nae to teil what he knew about how 
the granite contract for the Court-House 
had been secured, and Tue Tripuns havi 
forestalled what would have been nis testimony 
he had been inclined to tell the whole truth and 
nothing but the truth, he found himeelf in an awk- 
ward plight. It would not do, of course, for him 
to tell the jury the same — he had weeks ago 
told to certain parties in confidence, for Hinsdale 
was already indicted, so, at the risk of being him- 
self indicted, he gave a tlat and emphatic denial to 
his old story, and hastily got together another and 
palmed it off on the jury. The new story, how- 
ever, was fery rough,—its corners had not been 
rounded as had those of his old one, and it was 
told in a blustering way, and was so illogical as to 

lace the genticman rather in the attitude of one 
table to be indicted than in that of an houest, 
impartial witness, the best indication of which was 
that he is to be recalled. 

The pext witness calied was 

JAMES BRAZIL, 

the bookkeeper and cashier of Mr. Walker, —a po- 
sition which has made his face familiar to a large 
class. He had his books, check-stubs, etc., under his 
arm, and as the door closed on his youthful form 
a sigh of relief went up from the reporters, for 
they knew that so far as they were concerned an- 
other witness who knew nothing had been dis- 
posed of. Inthe presence of the inquisitors he un- 
strapped his booke, spread out a bundle of old 
1 took his seat, and was ready for business. 
What he had already told the reporters he then 
proceeded to tell the jury, which can be told in the 
one word— nothing. @he examination of hie 
books showed nothing material, and nothing of in- 
terest unless the jurors took an interest in com- 
paring the remarkable superiority the credit had 
over the debit side of the ledger. : 

The next witness was a 

MR. SAMPSON, 

an employe of Feeney 4 Burkhardt, the gentle- 
men who did some marble work at the new Hos- 
pital.. He was one of the wang who knew nothing, 
and was soon disposed of. e knew nothing of 
his employers having to put up $700 in the hands 
of Joe Hogan except what he had heard, and, in- 
asmuch as others are to be called on the same sub- 
ject who are supposed to know more, very little 
time was given to him. 

Following Sampson came 

MR. TERWILLIGER, 
who was supposed to know something on the same 
subject. Outside of the jury-room he was pro- 
foundly ignorant, and unless the effect of the jury 
upon him was to educate him he must have been 
no better when inside. 

The next witness wasa TRIBUNE reporter, who 
was supposed to have written an interview pub- 
lished yesterday morning held with Roach and 
another gentieman. The reporter entered the 
jury-room ecarcely knowing what he been 
called for, but at the same time a Iitttle proud of 
having been called, for he was just so much ahead 
of the other reportegs. The jurors were scattered 
about the room,—some on top of the desks, some 
stretched at full length in the easy chairs of the 
Commissioners, s@me lining the walls in an up- 
right position, and others sauntering about 
meditating over the many stories they had 
heard, and wondering if the iniquity of 
the Cook County king would ever 
be fathomed. The most noticeable of them 
all, however, was one ef the most jovial, —the door- 
keeper, —who was rubbing his eyes as if the re- 

orter's intrusion had h something to do with 

nterrupting himinanap. The scribe was ques- 
tioned as to the puolished interview with Roach, 
confessed having written it, and furnishedithe jury 
with the name of the gentleman to whom Roac 

had said there was a big steal in Hinsdale’s granite 
contract, and that he kuew all about it. Ile was 
then questioned as to an interview bad with 
Hinsdale on the granite question in March, and 
then invited to launch forth at large into 
everything pertaining to the management of coun- 
ty affairs. He was rathersiow to accept the invita- 
tion, and in his meditation as to what to say first 
his natural propensity to interview overcame him, — 
made him forget himself, and that for once it was 
his business to impart rather than receive informa- 
tion,—and he broke the silence by modestly sug- 
gesting to the jury, who were by this time all at- 
tention, that if they had anything to say about 
what had been going on, the nature of the testi- 
mony before them, ctc., he would be glad 
to throw the light of his knowledge 
on the dark spots, and afford them all the informa - 
tion inhis power. While the proposition was an 
exceedingly kind one, somehow it was greeted at 
first by a smile by Mr. Leiter,.—then Mr. Hall 
emiled, Mr. Webber giggled right out, and in a 
moment the entire jury roared with laughter. As 
s00N as quiet was restored, tae reporter was ac- 
cused of having tried to perpetrate a joke, and 
allowed to depart in peace. 

FORSYTH AND CURRAN. 

The witneeses who followed were Jerry Forsyth, 
who was examined in relation to the late crouked 
relations of the firm of Forsyth & Co. and the 
missing Carpenter book, and Dennie Curran, who 
was called on to tell all he knew on general 
subjects. Forsyth's story hasfalready been given, 
and is not worth repeating, and as for Curran, his 
identity is of far more public importance than 
what he told the jury is. He is a gentleman known 
in certain circles for hie education and ability to 
speak fourteen languages. It is said of him in an 
anecdotic way that once upon a time he mistook a 
lamp- post for a rival linguist and gave it a terrible 
thumping with his umbrella. He first came into 
prominence, however, as the dissenter from the 
great moral indictment returned against the County 
Board about a year ago by the Storey Grand Jury. 
For this deed of valor he was appointed In- 
spector of Stone at Lemont by the Board some 
months ago, but subsequently removed for some 
cause Or another. He next came to the 
front as a candidate for the ition 
of Superintendent of the Court-House work, but 
he was defeated in the midst of great hopes, with 
which, it is said, his refusal to keep his promise to 
loan Pat Carroll $300 had something todo. He 
says that all he testified to was that he had been 
shamefully treated by the County Board, and that 
Just as sure as he was an honest man 60 sure were 
the Commissioners a set of grand rascals. 

Duri the day John Comiskey, Clerk to the 
County rd, was before the jury, and left a k- 
age of papers, consisting of hospital bills and con- 
tracts, and a full line of other documents of more 
or less importance. The jury was also in re- 
ceipt of several anonymous communications 
asking that sundry parties be called to testify, 
among others John B. Reynolds, of whom it was 
saie great things might be expected. Most of these 
communications were, sent, doubtless, rather to 
annoy than inform the jury, and no notice will be 
taken of them. 

THE JURY WILL TO-DAY 
examine some of the witnesses already examined, 
and sume new ones, —Josepb Sherwin and John M 
Armstrong,—if the latter can be found. He left 
the city a few evenings ago rather hurriedly and 
unexpectedly to his friends, and his absence, in 
view of his being wanted by the Grand Jury, has 
given rise to many suspicions. The former has 
been out of the several weeks

State’s-Attorney Mills, and 
other lawyers spoken to yesterday by a reporter, 
have no question as to the validity of the present 
Grand Jury, and Judge Booth will — Oe er 
so decide. The only object of Messrs. 1 an 
Swett is to gain time, and this is tne best indica- 
tion that riolat and the Commissioners are 
seriously alarmed as to the result. 
Under ordinary circumstances, they would 
let the case go before a petit jury without much 
hesitation and with very little postponement. But 
the recent developments in connection with the 
Sullivan case have opened the eyes of people here 
to the way in whick juries can be packed, and the 
State’s Attorney is on his guard against the recur- 
rence of such an extraordinary affair. It is the 
hope of Messrs. Reed and Swett to spend a year 
if possible in killing time. After 9 
Booth has decided against them, they will 
take an appeal to the Supreme Court, and 
will protract it us long as ssible. 
When the case is called for trial, they will invent 
postponement after postponement, sceking to wear 
out the patience of the State's Attorney and the 
indiznation of the public.

It was dif- 
ficult to convince them that he had proved false to 
them, false to his party, and false to himself. Re- 
ceatly the Deputy Treasurer had his suspicions 
aroused by the unusual increase in the amount 
of orders presented by the Auditor for 
payment at this season of the year. The 
Auditor explained that they were of to stand- 
ing, and were drawn for other parties. he sus- 
picion led to a private comparison of the Auditur’s 
books with those of the Treasurer, and the fraud 
was at once disclosed. It was found that warrants 
had been raised from smailsums to larger sums, 
aggregating about $500. Tue matter was reported 
to the Board of Supervisors, who placed the office 
in custody uf the Clerk of the Courts, and or- 
dered the arrest of Taylor. He waived all 
legal action, and confessed the crime, giving full 
details of his operations. He was subsequently
